HEALTH TALKS |

THE PROFESSIONAL NURSE. 

Dr. Charles H. Mayo remarks’ in 
an interview ‘recently published in 
Pictorial Review: The educational 
standards for registration of nurses 
as „set down by the nursing boards 
of the Various states have gone beyond 
all, reason. Any intelligent girl can 
acquire in two years all the knowl- 
edge necessary for the thorontzhly com- 
petent nurse, I know that in my work 
I never have. to ask any nurse to do 
anything which she could not have 
learned how to do in two. years’ train- 
ing. But.as the laws of most states 
demand ‘high school pre- education and 
three years’ training for the registered 
nurse, the only way to circumvent 
them is by training subnurses or 
nursing aids, who will accept smaller 


pay, whose demands are not so exact- 
ing, and who will. be proficient enou 


to take hold of almost any case pre- 


sented to them. 

I have long maintained that two 
years is plenty long enough training 
for a competent nurse. Indeed, I think 


teaching, without any of the stuff and 
nonsense the unfortunate pupil nurse 
is required to grapple with in books 
and lectures“ in these age-long 
courses the highbrow nursing powers 
insist. on, would give ys plain people 
— kind of nursing care we should 
ave. 

Instead of circumventing or evading | ‘ 
the laws which make unreasonable 


requirements, we should revise the 


laws. Those of us who have employ ed 
nurses personally know that — 
of a two-year course are quite as com- 
petent in every way as are graduates 
of a three-year course, and perhaps 
less temperamental. The competent 
nurse is worth all and more than her 
weekly stipend when one needs nursing 
skill—I am speaking now from 1 
patient's point of view. One must be 
ill without the care of a competent 
nurse and then with the solace and 
comfort such a nurse provides, in or- 
der to appreciate that the nurse is 
worthy of her hire. But if one year 
could he cut off from the course of 
training she must take in order to 
‘qualify for registration law, 
her value to the sick would be in no 
wise diminished 3 her services

$2,000,000 PAID 


AT ARMY-AUCTION 


Thousands of army articles, rang- 
ing from shelter tents to shoe strings 
and coat buttons, were auctioned off 
for approximately $2,000,000 Monday 
at Candler warehouse by J. Hall 
Miller, Atlanta auctioneer, represent- 
ing the United States government. 
The government decided recently to 
give up the. warehouse and to dis- 
pose by auction of the enormous quan- 
tity of war material there, which h 
an estimated value of $10,000,000. 

The highest bidder of the day, it 
is stated, was John T. Hickey, of 
Philade 3 who purchased approx- 
3 5,000 army blankets at about 
$1.25 3-4 apiece, approximating 395, 
000. Other big purchasers were Cal 
Hirsch, of Los Angeles; the Twin 
Brothers company, of Columbia, S. 

Stein & Co., Atlanta; the West 
Point Wholesale Grocery company, 
West Point, Ga.; the American Mills 
company and the M. & G. Junk com- 
pany, Atlanta, and Isaae Lehman, 
head of the Army and Navy Goods 
Dealers association, of New York 
city. . 

Among the materials auctioned off 
were 200,000- barrack bags, at about 
18 cents ench; 144,448 reclaimed bed 
sacks, at about 18 cents each; 1,000,- 
000 shoe strings; 1,000,000 legging 
laces; a couple of million buttons: 
186,000 blankets, ranging in _ price 
from $1.26 to $2.07, and 20.000 
shelter tents. ; 

Thousands of prospective bidders 
swarmed the Candler warehouse Mon- 
day from 10 to 4 o’clock, and as many 
are expected to be present when the 
auction continues at 10 o’clock Tues- 
day morning. The auction’ will close 
at 4 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, and 
if all the army material is not sold 
it will continue Wednesday morning 
at 10 o’clock. 

The principal articles to go on the 
auction block Tuesday include 298,105 
olive drab new flannel shirts; 386,971 
wool winter drawers; 815,861 cotton 
summer undershirts and 1,106,916 
cotton summer drawers. 

Buyers Monday came from every 
section of the United States. Ap- 
proximately 75 purchasers from New 
York, Chicago, St. Louis, Los Angeles 
and other cities in the country have 
made their headquarters at the Ansley 
hotel. Government representatives, 
headed by G. E. Edgertson, director 
of sales for the war department, are 
stopping at the Piedmont hotel.

Father Meriwether, 
Aged Priest, Dies 
At Hospital Here 


Rev. Father William A. Meriwether, 
S8, one of the first five students in 
the American college at Rome, and in- 
strumental in the establishment of 
that college, died at 10:15 o’clock last 
night at St. Joseph’s hospital. He 
was a descendant of the famous Meri- 
wether who came down from Virginia 
to Georgia and took an active part in 
the state’s life after the revolution, a 
county being named for him. 

Father Meriwether had been under 
the care of a physician since the night 
of the burning of St. Stanislaus col- 
lege, in Macon, to which he was great- 
ly devoted, having spent twenty-three 
years of his life there as treasurer, and 
later as chaplain of the institution. 
On that night it was necessary for 
firemen and students to force him 
away from the building, as he -en- 
dangered his life by trying to rescue 
u number of his rare old books. He is 
said to have been one of the greatest 
students in the Jesuit order. . 

Before he became a priest, approx- 
imately fifty years ago, he was a phy- 
sician:. Converted to the Catholic 
church, he studied at home and abroad 
in Rome. Returning, he took parishes 
vntil twenty-five years ugo. when he 
entered the Jesuit order. He was at 
Galveston, Texaa, for three years and 
then came to St. Stanislau. He was 
regarded as the dean of priests at that 
college. 

Funeral arrangements had not been 
made Monday night, though the body 
will be taken to Macon Tuesday.
